Judging from 
this, and-also from the popular demonstrations in various parts of 
Italy, the. principal hope entertained by France, Great Britain and 
America of'b settlement of the difficulty is at present of rathere 
forlorn character. And-in that hope, so far ag can be’ seen at the 
moment, liea the only possible solution—that Italy will retract and 
- be generous and hearken to President Wilson's appeal. The telegram 
mentioned above is not of a.reassuring naturain this respect and 
whless something unforeseen happens we can only assumé that 
Italy intends to remain firm. President Wilson, judging from his 
declarations, is not likely to give way, and weare thus faced with a 
deadlock the gonsequences of which it is impossible to anticipate.
